Whereas, in 1970, the first Earth Day motivated millions of Americans

organized together and independently to advocate for a diverse array of climate

challenges; and

Whereas, Gaylord Nelson's leadership went on to produce the Environmental

Decade which ushered in the support of environmental legislation such as the

National Environmental Protection Act, the Endangered Species Act, and stringent

amendments to strengthen the Clean Air and Clean Water Acts; and
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Whereas, this year will be the 50th Anniversary of Earth Day with events

taking place worldwide to encourage action in behalf of our planet; now, therefore,
